Miss M. C. asks: How can I prevent 
air space in top of canned fruit? 

Answer: When the water-bath con- 
tainer is not deep enough to allow 
jars to be covered with an inch of 
water, the juice will boil out during 
cooking. If canned in the electric 
oven the jars may be placed too low in 
the oven causing boilovers from jars. 

Mrs. K. M. asks: What causes blue- 
berries to lose color? 

Answer: Blueberries and other soft 
fruits tend to lose color if pre-cooked 
too long or if fruit was not ripe. All 
fruit canned without sugar tend to lose 
color, 

Mrs, S. B. asks: What has happen- 
ed to fruit which darkened at the top 
of jars? 

Answer: Raspberries and some 
other fruits may have been packed 
with too little syrup. If air bubbles 
haye not been worked out with a knife 
this will cause top fruit to blacken,

‘Por desserts to please the men of 
the family, nothing can surpass fresh 
fruit pies; \Serve them often! Fruit 
tarts are alsqg favorites and for a 
change, try spreading baked tart 
shells with softened cream cheese 
topped with fresh strawberries, rasp- 
berries or cherries. The fruit may be 
glazed with melted jelly, which adds 
to its attractive appearance, 
At the mention of shortcake we 
naturally think of strawberries. Why 
not prolong the shortcake season by 
using raspberries or cherries as they 
arrive on the market? 


As well as being delicious addition 
to the diet, fresh fruits contain a great 
deal of food yalue, including vitamins 
and minerals.

(Most of these Geese were 
Canadas ‘but of particular interest to 
naturalists and officials of the De- 
partment was an unusual flight of 
Brant Geese. These little Geese 
which only weight from 2% to 4 lbs.

Lower Prices 
Increased Sales 
of Cheese Seen 


Ottawa — The Ontario Cheese Pro- 
ducers’ Association has agreed for 
the present to refrain from bidding on 
the cheese exchange, it was learned 
Monday. 

This in effect removed an unofficial 
Support price for cheddar cheese mid- 
way between two prices set by the fed- 
eral government — a 24-cent floor 
price and a 30-cent “end’ price. 

The agreement followed a meeting 
last week of association and federal 
agricultural officials and representa- 
tives of the cheese-processing comp- 
It is expected to result in low- 
er cheese prices and quicker sale of 
the 180,000 of cheddar now 
coming onto the market every week. 

Under the Agricultural Products 
Co-operative Marketing Act, the feder- 
al government provided that the floor 
price for cheddar must not fall below 
80 per cent of the average price over 
the preceding three years. This work- 
ed out at 24 cents,

Don’t Relax 
Fire Precautions 


No new fires were reported in the 
Tweed District during the past week 
as frequent showers contributed to 
generally low and medium hazard con- 
ditions, 

What a few moments’ carelessness, 
can cause, however, was demonstrat- 
ed by a large blaze which broke out 
south of the fire boundary in Ernest. 
town Township, July 3rd. A rubbish 
fire, not properly attended, broke out 
of control and spread oven an area of 
75 acres, 


“Don't disregard precautions at any 
time” say members of the Depart- 
ment’s Protection Staff, and they 
should know. Already fires in Ontario 
this year haye burned over three; 
times the area destroyed all last sea- 
son and most of the fires resulted 
from carelessness. 

Campers, tourists and berry pickers 
who frequent the district in large num- 
bers during July and August, are es- 
pecially warned to extinguish camp- 
fires and smoking materials.

are brown from “hopper burn,” says 
Prof. Goble, and many of the “slugs” 
of potato beetles have hatched, and 
eggs are plentiful on the leaves. 

The flea beetle is a small black 
beetle that jumps readily when dis- 
turbed, and causes shot-like holes in 
the lower leaves. The potato beetle 
has the familiar stripes in the adult 
stage, and leaves yellow eggs on the 
under side of the leaves. 

All these potato pests are controlled. 
by DDT spray dust. Since early blight 
may be present, the DDT should be 
applied in combination with a fungi- 
cide before the insects have caused 
damage. Experimental work indicat- 
es that increased yield results from 
DDT application. 

Specific recommendations for pota- 
to growers are supplied in the 1953 
Vegetable Protection Calendar, avail- 
able now at the office of the agricult- 
ural representative.

As Dodder is difficult to separate 
from clover seed, every attention 
should be given to see that it does! 
not spread, if we wish to produce and 
market cloyer seeds. Byery precau- 
tion must be taken to prevent its in- 
troduction to farms that are at present 
free from this menace. 

Dodder is easily recognized, as it 
has no leaves. The numerous fine yel- 
low stems, twine themselyes around 
clovers, buckwheat, flax and most 
weed plants. By sending short teeth 
or suckers into the host plant, Dodder 
absorbs its food, depriving this plant 
of nourishment and in time killing the 
host. As soon as Dodder seed ger- 
minates and forms contact with a 
‘plant, it releases its hold on tha 
ground and spreads from plant to 
plant. Thick clusters of white flowers 
in turn produce seed pods, with many 
hard, grey or yellowish-brown seeds. 

Prevention is the best means of con- 
Use only seed that has been of- 
ficially graded by the Canadian Seed 
Laboratory. Under the Seeds Act, 
Dodder is classed as a prohibited nox- 
ious weed seed and seed containing 
Dodder cannot legally be offered for 
sale in Canada. 

At the first sign of Dodder, all crops) 
must be cut before seed is produced. 
If mature seed is present, the crop 
should be destroyed by burning to be 
sure that Dodder does not spread.

Canadian business this year seems 
to have entered a much more competi- 
tive and perhaps a healthier period. 
As in similar economic situations in 
the past, economists are again point- 
ing out that wage rates have moved 
ahead faster than the productivity of 
labour and that rising wages may well 
push costs above a competitive level. 

At such times it has, in the past, 
been the fashion to pin the eomplete 
responsibility for bettering the situa- 
tion on labour. It is, however, inter- 
esting to note that Canada’s greatest 
producer — and also her largest ex- 
porter — takes a wider view. Re- 
cently, R. M. Fowler, president, Cana- 
dian Pulp and Paper Association, 
pointed out that in recent years im- 
portant business skills have been ne- 
glected. ‘‘Management has not been 
compelled,” he said, “to press for ef- 
ficiency; salesmen have not had much 
practice in the arts of selling; and 
production men have not had to worry 
greatly about quality when the whole 
emphasis has been on quantity. Labor 
leaders have had little need to recog- 
nize that the price of a world com- 
modity cannot rise year after year 
without loss of markets.” 

The new and more competitive bus- 
iness climate in which we are living 
in 1953 poses problems for capital, 
management, labour and government. 
We are fortunate that these problems 
must be faced today in an economic

Common Schools did 
authorization until 1816. 

In 1834 the Bath School Society 
took over the Ernestown Academy. 

It is a strange commentary that 
often early schools were closed a 
notice being posted, “no wood — no 
school.” Sometimes “wood not chop- 
ped.” 

Brown Registers 

In 1938 special registers were sent 
to each school principal with pages 
for recording the school history of 
each school or School Section. ‘Trus- 
tees should see that this record is 
carefully kept. Every school should 
have one.

Before the war, newsprint took more 
than 70 per cent of total Canadian 
pulp produced; it now takes about 63 
per cent. Newsprint output is about 
65 per cent greater than pre-war, but 
the production of pulps for uses other 
than newsprint is three and a half to 
four times as great. 

‘Canadian newsprint has, however, 
by no means lost ground in world 
markets; Canada’s share of world 
newsprint production in twelve years

ports from Canada increased from 715 
per cent to 81 per cent of all news- 
print moving in international trade. 
But Canadian pulps have set an even 
faster pace. 

Before the war, Canada usually 
shipped between ten and fifteen per 
cent of all pulp moving in internation- 
al trade, but now Canada accounts for 
a third of this trade and has become 
the leading pulp exporter in the world. 
In 1939 Canadian pulp went to some 
thirteen countries. Today, it moves 
to twenty-six countries. In short, this 
greater diversification of output and 
markets by the leading industry in 
Canada helps to provide increasing 
stability to the economy.

Poorly drained fields should be 
avoided as winter-killing may occur 
where ice or surface water may lie for 
any length of time during winter or 
early spring. * 

Many soil types are seeded to wint- 
er wheat and a soil analysis should 
indicate the best fertilizers to use. 
Winter wheat responds to good fer- 
tility practices and usually Winters 
better under high fertility conditions. 
On land which has been manured or 
which has grown legumes superphos- 
phate (20 per cent) at 150 to 200 lbs. 
per acre applied with the wheat may 
be beneficial. Otherwise a complete 
fertilizer such as.4-24-12 at 150 lbs, per 
acre or its equivalent is usually rec- 
ommended. 

Winter wheat is seeded at 6 to 8 
pecks per acre usually around the 
first week of September, says A. G. QO. 
Whiteside, Cereal Division, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa. This date 
may be advanced to the second week 
or later in southern Ontario where the 
longer open fall weather enables the 
plants to develop adequately before 
winter freee-up. It is important that 
the plants be well established in the 
fall for the best yields the following 
year. Winter wheat may be seeded 
down with grasses and legumes but it 
is preferable to delay seeding the mix- 
ture until early spring when it may. 
be broadcast on the field just as the 
snow is leaving the ground. 

The seed should be thoroughly 
cleaned to remove weed seeds and 
broken and diseased’ kernels. To con- 
trol bunt or stinking smut, seedling 
blights and seed rots the recommend- 
ed seed treatments should be used.
